1.  MARQUIS [MARKIZ] [1]  has  established  friendly  relation*  with 

T.A.  BISSON,  (in  future  "ARTHUR! ARTUR JH)  who  ha*  recently  left  BEW[iil; 
he  i*  now  working  in  the  In*titute  of  Pacific  Elation*  and  in  the 
editorial  office  of  MARQUIS* a periodical.  ARTHUR  evidently  is  well 
informed  and  ha*  [C£  agents]  in  government  institution*. 

2.  ARTHUR  passed  to  MARQUIS,  so  that  a*  his  colleague  in  the 
editorial  office  he  might  get  acquainted  with  them,  copies  of  four 
documents: 

(a)  hi*  own  report  for  BO/  with  hi*  view*  on  working  out  a plan 
for  shipments  of  American  troop*  to  China; 

(b)  a report  by  the  Chinese  embassy  in  WASHINGTON  to  its 
government  in  China  about  the  dimensions  and  mean*  of  trade  between 
the  Japanese  in  the  occupied  territories  and  Chinese  industrialists 
in  free  Qiinese  [Bjt  territory] [a]; 

(c)  a brief  BW  report  of  April  19*3  on  a general  evaluation  of 
the  force*  of  the  aids*  on  the  Soviet-German  front  and  the  prospects 
of  the  German  suzaaer  offensive; 

(d)  a report  by  the  American  consul  in  VLADIVOSTOK,  WAH),  on 
the  economic  and  political  situation  in  the  VLADIVOSTOK  area. 

3.  The  reports  are  in  translated  form.  We  will  pass  on  valuable 
points  [BJl  by  telegraph]. 

4.  A check  on  ARTHUR'*  personal  connections  will  be  unlertaken  on 
the  spot.  At  the  same  time  make  use  of  the  Centre's  opportunities  for 
checking. 

[Part  II]  5.  Concerning  JACK(Di2iIK] [iiiJl : ] 

(a)  No  transactions  were  arranged.  A few  days  ago  COX[KDKS] [iv] 
met  RUDl[v].  The  latter  [13  groupo  unrecovered]

To  ask  RUDI  [C%  to  replace ] JACK  is  useless  since  he  considers  him 
the  best  of  the  possible  candidates. 

(b)  RUDI  and  JACK  have  put  forward  one  person  to  set  up  a group 
of  sources  in  NEZhIH[vl].  COX  had  (3  groups  unrecovered]  to  use  this 
person  on  pay  by  the  month  (18#  American  dollars).  My  instructions  to 
him  were  - having  received  JACK'*  proposal,  to  give  his  views  on  the 
use  and  payment  of  the  person  for  forwarding  to  the  Centre.  Now  COX 

is  asking  tfxe  Centre  to  [CJt  agree]  to  the  use  and  pay  of  the  [C%  proposed] 
jjerson  for  three  months  to  check  his  [b]  possibilities.  Thli  person  is 
a former  member  of  one  of  the  [B*  local]  cocmittees  of  the  KQRFORATeIYa[Ui\], 
a woman,  name  L.  GORDON.  I think  payment  for  throe  months  should  be 
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allowed,  at  the  sue  tine  Inal  at  log  on  her  being  directed  personally 
by  COX  ([6  group*  unrecovered J). 

6.  BREME[BREM]  [viii]  ha*  been  detained  by  the  school  for  several 
days  to  continue  hi*  training.  He  will  return  about  the  **th  June[cj.
